TO WIND IT ITS AFFAIRS. 



REPORTED THAT WESTERN JOCKEY 
CLUB WILL DISBAND. 



Meeting of the Stewards To Be Held Next 
Monday Will Probably Be the Last — 
History of the Organization. 



A meeting of f In* stewards of t lit* Western Jockey 
flub will be liebl in the ollices of that orgnuizath>n 
in I In* First National Hank Building next Monday 
afternoon, and it will probably lie the last. There 
is a seemingly well grounded, thou ah iiucontirincd, 
r« port that the existence of the Western Jockey 
Flub is to terminate. 

The statement was first published in New York 
Wednesday morning and It is believed to have 
• manatisl from Angelo S. Fella, one of the six mem- 
bers of the Western Jockey Flub, who is now resid- 
ing in that city. Secretary Harvey T. Woodruff 
yesterday said that he had several days ago sent 
letters to tiie stewards advising them that the meet- 
ing lor Septembt r would be held on the second 
Monday in the month instead of the first Monday, 

I eeattse it happened to be Labor I lay, but that tile 
notices had contained nothing concerning a disband- 
ing of the club and that he had never heard the 
matter dismissed and had no knowledge that such 
action was contemplated. 

Secretary Martin Nathauson of the Harlem Jockey 
t lull, who is one of the stewards of the Western 
Jockey Flub, said he could not confirm the report 
and he did not deny it. "The publication in New 
A I't'k is the first I have heard of the matter,” he 
said. "It is |Hissih)c that some one in that city 
has information that has not come to me. I can 
tell more about the report after the meeting next 
Monday.” 

I 'resident ltiehard Fitzgerald is the ogly other 
member of the Western Jockey Flub now in the 
cit\ and he could not be reached for an interview 
yesterday a fternoon. 

Prior to the organization of the Western Jockey 
Flub on February 4. I'.Hit, all tracks In the west 
and south were under the control of the American 
1 nrf Congress, which had its offices in Fovingtoii. 
Ky., with James Howard, secretary of the Washing- 
ton I 'ark Flub, as president anil K. F. Hopper, then 
secretary of the Latonia Jockey Flub, as secretary. 
J lie other officials were nearly all southerners. 
Tlie administration of the affairs of the turf under 
this organization was not to the liking of the rep- 
resentatives of the Chicago tracks and in the win 
ter of Ham liiol it was decided by Martin Nathan- 
son and others that an organization should be 
formed to supersede ' lie American Turf Congress. 
In 1 ennessoe. .Memphis and Nashville were in a 
row over dates and in Kentucky there was a break 
between the representatives of the Latonia and New- 
port tracks. At SI. Louis, Fella.. Adler .X Tillcs 
were building Helmut' Park and wanting to cut in 
on the time of the St. Louis Fair Association, of 
which Robert Anil was then president. The time

tin February 4. Ittol. Lawrence A. Young, presi- 
dent of the Washington Park Filth. Robert Anil, 
president of tie- St. Louis Fair Association. Ccorgc

Filth. S. It. Montgomery, president of the New 
Memphis Jockey Filth, F. S. Hush, pres idem of the 
Crescent City Jockey Cluh. Kieliurd Fitzgerald, of 
Hie Chicago Jockey Flub, Martin Nathauson. secre- 
tary of (lie Harlem Jockey Flub, and W. F. Schulte, 
president of tin- New Louisville Jockey (Tub. met 
in tlie offices of Lawrence Young in the Ashland 
P.liM-k amt formed the Western Jockey Flub, with 
AH'. Young chairman. Robert Anil, vice chairman, 
•lilies Howard, treasurer and Ham Kuhl. secre- 
tary. 

in drafting the constitution, by-laws and rules. 
Hie tracks represented by the men who formed the 
i ■ w organization were designated as recognized 
tracks amt It was made pari iff the by laws that 
the stewards could* issue or revoke a license to tiny 
track situated in the territory over which it hail 
assumed jurisdiction. There was nothing left of the 
American Turf Congress save tlie Nashville. Little 
Rock. Newport and Detroit tracks. The repre- 
sentatives of these tracks met and proclaimed 
against the action of the organizers of the Western 
Jockey ( lull. Fella. Adler A- Tides caute to their 
siipitort and a war was on. As a first move. 
Fella. Adler & Tides opened negotiations for 
tlie St. Louis Fair Grounds and bought Hie plant 
on March_ 1111. 1901. four days after the rules 

of the Western Jockey Fluh Jitnl gone into ef- 
fect at New Orleans, the meeting of the New 
Louisiana Jockey Club being the first held under the 
.law jurisdiction. Horsemen were divided in their 
allegiance, hut the majority went to the younger 
and more powerful organization. Newport and 
Latonia clashed and Frank Fowler, who was then 
practically the soh* owner of tin* N ewfiort track, 
went broke. At St. Louis the Western Jockey 
•Tub had the Kiuloch Park track to buck against 
the Fair Grounds ami Helmut- Park. At Louisville 
in the fad Celia. Adler A- Tides secured control of 
Douglas Park, then a trotting plant, in an effort to 
cripple the Churchill Downs people. It was a 
losing fight and the old Turf Congress passed out 
at (lie winter came on. At ihe annual meeting of 
tlie Western Jockey Flub in December P.tOl. Fella. 
Aider & Tides were given representation bv the 
election of Angelo S. Fella and Valle Reyluirn as 
member* ami the former was elected a steward in- 
stead of Robert And who hud dropped out witli tlie 
sale of tlie St. Louis Fair Grounds. 

Things went smoothly for the organization until 
P. .T. Fnrmody came to tlie conclusion that tlie St. 
Louis field was rich enough for another track and 
decided to build Union Park. The Fellas did not 
want the opposition and when Mr. Fannody came 
with his application for dates lie was told that he 
would have to Imild his track first. Futon Park was 
built and another request was made for dates. Fur- 
liiody was turned down, hut lie held his first meet- 
ing in Rail ami cost his associates a lot of money. 
Till' til-si meeting .-it Fosse. \ Park. Hot Springs, 
had been held in l!a»4 also and when In tiie fall of 
that year the building of llaklawn was licgun, there 
was cause for further dissension. City Park track 
at New Orleans was also being constructed and the 
question of a division of the dates could not ho 
settled to tlie satisfaction of everyone ami so after 
the annual meeting of the Western Jockey Chili 
hi December 1904. the American Turf Association 
was organized, with Kdward Corrigan as the leader 
In the fight against the Western Jockey Club. The 
result was the long dashing of dates at New Or- 
leans in 1 !MI.T and tiie running of In ion Park against 
Dehoar Park in Sf. Ismis 

The passage of laws closing the tracks in Mis 
souri. Tennessee and Arkansas, tlie cessation of 
racing in Illinois, the creation of a State Racing 
Commission in Kentucky for the government of those 
tracks: the prohibition against racing at Detroit 
uud the peace agreement entered Into L»y the two 



tracks at New Orleans with the proviso that one 
license shall suffice, has impaired the usefulness of 
the Western Jew-key (Tub and deprived it of prac- 
tically all its revenue. lienee a disbanding of the 
organization should not be surprising. 

Following tlie disbanding of tlie Washington Park 
Club and the dismantling of tlie beautiful racing 
plant hirst year. Lawrence A. Anting resigned from 
tin Western Jockey Club ami Janies Howard ceased 
to lie the treasurer. After George (1. Perkins lost 
■ tit in the :-uit ni w. I'.. Applegate for control of 
the stock of tlie Latonia Jockey Fluh. which was 
followed by the sale of his shares to the present 
owners, lie represented no track and his membership 
in the Western Jockey (Till* ceased last December. 
Richard Fitzgerald. Martin Nathauson. S. R. Mont 
gnmery. F. S. Hush. Angelo S. Fella and Valle Key 
burn are now the only members. F. S. Rush, who is 
still identified witli the Crescent City Jockey Cluh. 
though no longer in control, is tlie only one of the 
half dozen who represents a live track. 

BLUE BOOK TAKES REAPERS STAKES. 



Lawrence P. Daley Wins Dash Stakes — Stir 
prises at Sheepshead Bay. 



New York. September 5. Tills was another day 
of surprises at Sheep head l’ay and the biggest 
lame witli Hie running of tlie historic Reapers 
Stakes for throe vear olds at one mile and three- 
sixteenths. which, with tlie Dash Stakes for two- 
year olds tit five-eight ns of a mile, featured the 
< aid. 

The heavy state of the track caused tlie with 
dra wal of Paumonok. Montgomery, Konntainblnc and 
Temaeeo. leaving Smiling Tom. Littleton Maid and 
Faust. At tlie last moment J. F. Carroll added 
Pine Rook, and had tlie satisfaction of seeing him 
win the Reapers Stakes by ten lengths nt the 
lucrative odds of go to 1. Faust, the favorite, 
was second live lengths in front of Smiling Tom. 
the heavily backed Littleton Maid, unable to run 
in the stiff going, a trailing last. <hi such a track 
as that of today Hlue Rook must henceforth he 
given serious consideration in any company. 

Fred Cook's Lawrence P. Daley scored his third 
successive victory in the Dash Stakes. Fond Heart 
amt S|HMiner were the only other starters. Spooner 
was considered a certainty, ami was hacked from 
1 to 2 to 7 to 20. Lawrenee 1’. Daley, however, 
killed him off early and lie could not even save 
second place from Fond Heart. 

Mr. McCann, the favorite, running in Hie colors 
of F. II. Thomas for the first time, scored an easy 
victory in the steeplechase. Keator. at odds -on. 
won the mile race with all ease. Totirenne won 
tlie ra<-e on the grass after a drive with Welltoyrne. 
and tiie good colt. Running Account, well hacked, 
defeated Ihe favorite. Mark Antony II.. for the 
closing race after a spirited stretch struggle. 



BURT G. LEWIS’ ST. LAWRENCE STAKES 



Son of Sombrero Easily Wins the Feature at 
Montreal — Bad Day for Favorites. 



Montreal. Quo.. Septemlier 5. — George S. Davis' 
Soinhreio ,-olt Hurt G. Lewis added to his list of 
victories tlie St. Lawrence Stakes, tlie feature race 
of Hie program offered at Dine Bonnets this after- 
noon. i:i this race tie met the liest. youngsters here 
and gave them a sound heating, winning in a canter 
by three lengths after making ail his own [nice. 
In the early running tlie speedy Manlieimer fur- 
nished keen contention ami raced head and head 
witli the winner until making the turn into tlie 
homestretch, when lie tired and in the filial furlong 
Hurt (I. Lewis drew away at his leisure. Fnele 
Toby was second a head in front of Louis Roederer, 
the latter coming from belaud and finishing with 
a great stretch run. Tenancy l»y Courtesy, the 
favorite, ran poorly and was never dangerous at 
any stage of tin- trip. The deep, sticky going 
probably was responsible for bis poor showing. 
Dethorpe was added, lint cut little tignre in the run- 
ning. the finish finding him last lint one. 

Km in players found picking winners a difficult 
task, ltoli Murphy, winner of the steeplechase being 
the only successful favorite. Even his victory was 
a lucky one. for. had Hallyeastle not made a laid 
blunder at tlie ninth jump. lie would certainly have 
won. As it was he forced Hueston to ride his 
hardest to get Hob Murphy to last long enough to 
win by a scant length. 

First Alas, in ran like it rejuvenated horse in tlie 
second race, which he won in little I letter than a 
canter tiller leading tlie others all tlie way. He 
was ridden by J. Lee. The strong hacking of 
Excitement enabled tlie hackers of First Mason to 
get a liberal price against the horse. First Mason’s 
previous race with Rio Hramle and Ormonde’s Right 
was good enough to warrant his beating his oppon- 
ents of today and his owner, R. R. Stellie, profited 
by Hie horse's victory. 

The olti.-ers and crew of the warship Rremen were 
guests of tlie club at Hlue Bonnets this afternoon 
and they attended in a body. 

Jockey J. Lee and his manager. Hen Jacobs, left 
for Kentucky tonight and will rest up until the 
opening of the Lexington meeting. 

Before leaving Fort Erie, Edward Trotter pur- 
chased the horse Willis Green of J. Mct’lernand. 
The price paid was said to Is- $1,000. 

Todd Fella, thought that Dethorpe had a royal 
chance in the going and added her to tlie stake.

They will race in 
Texas and then go either to Oakland or New Or- 
leans.

New Y’ork, September 5. — The Coney Island Jock- 
ey Fluh has taken additional precautions to pre- 
vent the crowding and rough riding at the start 
of a raie which lias been so prevalent this sea- 
son. Henry .1. Morris lias been appointed steward 
at tlie start. Taking his stand a little distance 
in front of the start, his observations together with 
the re|M>rt of Hie starting judge, should result in 
locating tin- rough riders and giving the stewards 
a line on which some action may tie taken.
